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Proceedings relating to the election of one of the SixteEEN PEERS for SCOTLAND, 


in the room of John Duke of Argyle. 


H E Duke of Argyle died on 
the 9th of November [631.]; 
and a royal proclamation was 
iffued, as ufual on fuch oc- 
cafions, of date the 16th of that month, 
and duly publifhed, commanding all 
the Peers of Scotland to affumble at Ho- 
lyroodhoufe, Edinburgh, on. Wednet- 
day, Jan. 2. 1771, to chufe another 
Peer ot Scotland, to fit and vote in his 
Grace’s room, “* by open clection and 
plurality of voices of the Peers that fhall 


then be prefent, and of the proxies of -dinburgh papers, fomewhat of the fen- 


fuch as fhall be abfent, fuch proxies. be- 

ing Peers, and producing a mandate in 

writing duly figned betore witnefles, 
VoL. XXXIL. 
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and both conftituent and proxy being 
qualified according to law.” 

It is faid to have been ufual for the 
miniftry, previous to every fuch election, 
to recommend to the Noble electors, 
the Peer or Peers to be chofen; and 
that fuch recommendations have teldom 
or never failed of fuccefs [ xxx. 286. 
425.]. On the prefent occafion the Earl 
of Dyfart was firft fo recommended ; but 
was oppofed.

cunily. This firft Earl left no male if- 
fue. One of his daughters married Sir 


Lionel ‘Palmath, a Suffolk Knight: K. 
Charles If. conferred the peerage on the 
iilue of this marriage: from which the 
pretent Ear! (above mentioned) is lineally 
defcended.”’ 
“* Dec. 19. We are informed from the 
beft authority, that a very refpeétable 
number of the Peers of Scotland have 
refolved, at the approaching election, to 
reject a candidate now propofed for fup- 
plying the place of the late Duke of 
Argyle. They confider this intrufion of 
a nominal Peer not poffeffed of any legal 
or proper qualification to intitle him to 
be one of the repreientatives of the Peers 
of Scotland, as an infult on their order, 
and an invafion of the rights of their 
country. From this their prefent oppo- 
fition proceeds ; and we are affured of 
their determination to refufe, at every 
future election, their votes to fuch of 
the Scots Peerage as fhall, upon this oc- 
eafion, furrender the honour and privi- 
lexes of their order. David Hume, in 
his Hiftory of England, anno 1641, 
Charles I. upon a ttatute pafled that 
vear, has the following obfervation.— 
‘to fays, *© The Peers and Commons 
formed only one houte m the Scots par- 
Haments; and as tt had been the practice 
of Ja ines, continued by Charie’, to grace 
hugliih gentiemen with Scots titles, and 
thoie trantmitted their proxies to whom- 
ever the King pleated; the whole deter- 
minations of parliament, it was feared, 
would in time depend upon the prince, 
by means of thcie votes of abfent fo- 
reigners, who had no mtereft nor con- 
cermin the nation; it was therefore a 
law deferving great approbation, that no 
nan fhould be capable of being created a 
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Scots Peer, who poffeffed not 10,000 
merks (above 500 pounds) of annual 
rent in the kingdom.” 

The import of the above-mentioned 
ftatute is thus given by Lord Kames, in 
his Statute-law of Scotland abridged: ** No 
ftranger created a Peer, fhall be admit- 
ted to parliament, unlefs he have at 
Jeaft 19,000 merks yearly of land-rent in 
Scotland. Anno 1640. act 20.” 

‘6 Dec. 26. Weare affured, that the 
great men above feem to differ about the 
choice of a Peer to fucceed the late Duke 
of Argyle. One great man has named 
the Earl of Dyfart ; another, lately pro- 
moted to a high office, has iffued his 
mandate in favour of the Earl of Stair : 
but many of the Peers confider this new 
nomination as an additional infult, anda 
wanton experiment, how far dependency 
can bear with ill ufage. They therefore 
declare their firm refolution to perfevere 
in afferting their right to name their own 
reprefentative ; efpecially as many, who, 
from the diftance of their fituation, had 
not the opportunity of difcovering their 
fentiments, have united with them, par- 
ticularly a Noble Duke, of great in- 
fluence in Scotland, who, in the warmett 
manner, has expreffed his indignation at 
the abject ftate of the Scots Peerage, and 
his unalterable refolution to retrieve 
their dignity, and fupport their indepen- 
dency, on this and every other occafion.” 

After the eleGtion the following copy 
of the letter above alluded to, appeared 
in the papers. 

‘My Lorn, Whitehall, Dec. 21.1770. 

I have the honour to inform your 
Lordfhip, that many Peers of North 
Britain having objected tothe Earl of 
Dyfart, as a candidate to be one of the 
fixteen Peers to reprefent that part of 
the united kingdoms in parliament; and 
alfo having confidered the Earl of Star 
as a proper perfon to be chofen in the 
place of the late Duke of Argyle: your 
Lordfhip will therefore, [ hope, allow 
me to exprefs my withes for Lord Stair’s 
fuccefs. JI am, with great truth and re- 
gard, my Lord, your Lordfhip’s mott 
obedient, humble fervant, 

SANDWICH.” 

On the 27th of December, the Duke 
of Buccleugh arrived at his feat of Dal- 
keith, from London, to be prefent at 
the election.

NIsTERS to behold. This has enabled 
them to prevent any inquiry into the fcan- 
dalous method of nominating, inftead of e- 
lefting, the fixteen Scotch Peers: and thefe, 
and they together, make a MOST DREAD- 
FUL BODY in that houfe.

My L——ds, 
ep iat the nomination of perfons to 

public offices, and the election of 

reprefentatives to the great council of 
the ftate, in any free government, fhould 
often be influenced by private bribery 
and corruption, is a matter of fuch dai- 
ly experience, that it has long fince cea- 
fed to be furprifing. If, however, it 
fhould be affirmed, that, in a free go- 
vernment, fuch as that of Britain, whcre 
all ranks of men are perpetually boafting 
of their liberty, and ever jealous of any 
incroachment upon it, there is a cer- 
tain number of the members of the 
national council, whofe election into 
that honourable ftation is not obtain- 
ed by the uninfluenced choice of their 
electors, nor procured by the indirect 
means of private bribery and corrup- 
tion, but openly commanded by the 
mandate of the p——e m r, the 
affertion might, at firft fight, appear 
abiurd and incredible. And ir, to aug- 
ment the paradox, it fhould farther be 
affirmed, that thefe members, thus sot 
elected but nominated, are the reprefenta- 
tives of the firft order of men in the 
ftate, of the higheft rank, noblefl blood, 
and moft independent fortunes, who it 
might therefore be expected fhould fland 
foremoft in defence of their freedom a- 
gainft ilecal incroachments, the fuppo- 
fition might be treated as the wildeft po- 
litical chimera. 

Yet fuch, in fact, hasbeen the ftate 
of the P—rsof S , who have been 
deprived of the FREE e—l—n of their 
own reprcfentatives, not by any efta- 
biitiment of law, but by a tame and ig- 
hominious furrender of theirownrights to 
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the arbitrary invafions of m—r—] power. 

At the union of the kingdoms up- 
wards of an hundred and fifty P—— rs 
of S yielded up their moft valua- 
ble privilege, their nobleft inheritance, 
their hereditary right to a feat in the 
great council of their native kingdom. 
The P—rs of E- preferved to 
themfelves their privileges undiminithed 
and unimpaired; while thofe ot S —~ 
gave up their moft precious birthright, 
and accepted, in place of it, a repreien- 
tation by only six TEEN, to be chofen by 
*S OPEN ELECTION AND PLURALITY 
OF VOICES”, members of each P—t 
of Great Britain. 

If, my L—ds, you had preferved the 
rights fecured to you by law, and had 
fupported the true dignity and independ- 
ence of your order, by maintaining the 
free election of your own reprefenta- 
tives, even the furrender of the rights 
of nine tenths of your number might 
have been eafily pardoned. Nay, your fi- 
tuation might have been viewed in noun- 
favourable light ; and, whether with re- 
gard to honour or to intereft, might have 
fuffered no difadvantage, even upon a 
comparifon with the condition of the 
P—rs of that kingdom to which your 
own was united. 

When a young Lord perceived, that 
it was only by the free deliberate choice 
of his P——rs he could attain the ho- 
nourable diftinétion of reprefenting them 
in the fupreme council of the nation, 
he would be excited to diftinguifh lim- 
felf by fuperior virtue, and fuperior ta- 
lents. In place of wafting his time .n 
idle riot, or frivolous diffipation, he 
would ftrive to improve himfelf by eve- 
ry ufeful and elegant accomplif{hment. 
The gallant foldier who difplaycd his 
prowefs in the fervice of his country, 
the virtuous patriot of approved intc- 
grity, the generous encourager of every 
ufeful and every liberal art, would be 
rewarded with the applaufe of his coun- 
try, and be called forth to reprefent it 
in the fupreme council of the ftate. A 
gencrous emulation would arife amon 
the young Nobility, who fhouid matt 
diftinguifh themfeiwes by exhibiting the 
brighteft example of virtue and abiltties, 
aud who fhould moft deferve the puphe 
approbation and appiaufe. The Englith 
P—r, on the other hand, already, 
by the duil prerogative of birth, pof- 
{fling the greateft honour to which the 
fubicat of any free tate can afpice, en- 
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Joyed no fuch noble excitements to make 
himfelf confpicuous by the exertion of 
his talents, or the virtue of his con- 
duct. 

If it might have improved the virtue 
and the merit of your order, could it 
be neceffary to fhew, that it would alfo 
have been your intercit?) Whether e- 
lectors or elected, it would have been 
equally your advantage. Could it ever 
be the intereft of the P rs of S—— to 
hold their feats by the precarious te- 
nure of the will of am r? Nomi- 
nated by him, you would be held de- 
pendent upon his pleafure; and the 
price of the mighty honour you had re- 
ceived would be, certain compliance 
with every meafure which he fhould be 
pleated to fuggeft. If you complied 
not, immediate difmiffion from the fer- 
vice would inevitably follow: if you 
did, it would be no more than the ex- 
peéted return for that mark of diltine- 
tion which he had been = gracioufly 
pleafed to confer upon you. But if, on 
the other hand, you fhould be fent into 
that moft refpectable affembly, to give 
counfel to your King, to be one of the 
jegiflators of your country, and one of 
the fupreme judges of the lives and pro- 
pertics of your fellow-fubjects, not na- 
med by the mandate of am—r, but 
called upon to that important charge 
by the eftcem, the refpect, and the con- 
fidence in which you are held by your 
country, how different would be your 
Importance and your influence! If the 
laft flrould be the catc, the electors would 
find in the eleéted, grateful, able, re- 
Ipectable, independent protectors, ever 
ready to encourage, and to aid them in 
their juft pretenfions. H the former 
fhould be the cafe, the conftituents 
would find themfcives unconnected with, 
and uniupported by their reprefenta- 
tives, neglected by the m r, and de- 
fpifed by both. 

When fuch were the alternatives, 
have the P rs of S—— made the 
proper choice? and have they been 
watchful to preferve the remains of their 
former privileges, and to maintain the 
honour, dignity, and independence of 
their order? Deprived of fo much, 
have they become more jealous of in- 
croachments upon the little which was 
Jeft? Or, onthe other hand, defpoiled 
ofa part, have they not tamely furren- 
cered all? Hlave they not funk into 
the motl abject dependence, and, like 
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true flaves, quietly fubmitted to the rod 
of authority, without the leaft fymptom 
of mutiny or difcontent ? 

Like all incroachments upon the rights 
of a people, that upon your privileges 
was made by degrees. M ——rs have 
ufually had zbilities fufficient to give a 
colour to their meafures. If they in- 
vaded your rights, they did not dare to 
offer a direct infult to your underftand- 
ings. At firft, a modcft hint of the in- 
clinations of the m——r was all that 
was attempted. That once become fa- 
miliar, another artful mode, of inti- 
mating the L/? of the m —r, fucceed- 
ed. But the nomination was then by one 
of your own number, long the known 
chief director of the public affairs of 
Scotland, ‘a man perfonally acquainted 
with every one of your order, a dif- 
cerning judge of merit, and with whom, 
if with any one, a power fuch as this 
might have been fafely intrufted. 

Of late years, the public affairs of this 
country have been governed in a different 
manner, Your reprefentatives have been 
nominated by m——rs, unacquainted 
with your perfons, and tgnorant of your 
characters; and a letter iffued from a 
public ,office, written by a clerk, and 
ligned by a pro tempore m——r, is the 
authoritative mandate by which you have 
been required to elect the perfons whom 
he has been pleafed to fuggett. 

Ill ufage muft at length roufe even the 
molt fubmiflive fpirits. A very recent 
attack upon your privileges was too plain 
and palpable not to alarm the dulleft ap- 
prehenfion. <A few years ago, a nomi- 
nal P—r, not poffeffed of any property in 
this kingdom, and therefore not of any 
legal or proper qualification, was noni- 
nated by the m——r, and ob/equivully e- 
keéted by your L——ps. The experi- 
ment proving fuccefsful, has been fince 
repeated. A Noble L—d, however re- 
fpectable his private character may be, 
yet poffeffed of no legal qualification, 
unknown in Scotland, but fome how 
connected with one of the E m ry; 
was named to fucceed the late D— of 
A—le. This was, if pofible, a ftilf 
greater infult than the former, becaufe 
it was a P—ge originally created by an 
arbitrary P—ce, in open contempt and 
violation of a moft falutary ftatute, to 
which he had but a few years before 
given his r—l affent. 

Your L—ps were at length roufed 
by this indignity to your order, and this

There were nineteen figned lifts, 
or proxies: of whom, one for the Earl 
of Breadalbane, viz. the Earl of Hope- 
ton; feventeen for the Earl of Stair, 
viz. the Duke of Athol, the Earls of 
firol, Rothes, Caffilis, Abercorn, Lau- 
elerdale, Loudoun, Dumfries, March, 
\NIarchmont, Portmore, and Delorain, 
the Viicount of Arbuthnot, and the 
lords Forbes, Banff, Rollo, and New- 
ark ; and one for the Earl of Dyfart, viz.

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The Earl of Selkirk obferved, ** That 
circular letters being written by the mi-

When I de- 
clared my refolution to proteft againft 
the ele@tion of the Earl of Stair, I did 
not charge it to be brought about by un- 
due influence : I hope that was not the 
cafe. Had I known that any Lord here 
had given his vote through the undue 
influence of miniftry, I fhould have ob- 
jected to fuch vote. But, my Lords, I 
proteft againft this election, becaufe the 
undue interference of the miniftry by 
their circular letters, ought to incapa- 
citate the candidate in whofe favour it 
has been employed. I fhould be forry 
to think that it has had an influence on 
the voice of any Lord on this occafion, 
But there may be in other times, other 
Lords who may not have the fame fenti- 
ments of honour with thofe who have 
now given their votes. There may be 
Lords unhappy enough to have nothing 
elfe to depend on, but a penfion from the 
crown, and who may therefore fhow a 
fervile compliance to the will of a mini- 
fer, We mutt refift in time fuch un- 
due influence, and not allow it to be e- 
ftablifhed amongft us.

ced, by the court of Spain, or any of 
their officers, againft any of his Majeity’s 
dominions ; and the times at which fuch 
intelligence was received.” 

This motion being feconded, was thus 
oppofed by Caffius Codrax (L— W—h). 

** Moft Hluftrious L—s, 

Ir Thad no objection to the motion 
now before your L s, but the pe- 
riod at which it is made, that would of 
itielf be fufficient to excite my difappro- 
bation, ‘The Noble D—e who made it, 
1s not perhaps entirely aware of the con- 
fequences which it muft produce, of the 
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inconveniencies it mut neceffarily occa- 
fion, of the evils to which it muft im- 
mediately give birth, We are now, 
my L—s, engaged in a negotiation ot 
grcat Importance with the Spanith na- 
ticn; the honour, as well as the happi- 
nefs of two great kingdoms, are at ftake 
in this negotiation ; and their fecrets arc 
of anature too tender to undergo the 
gencral infpection of every power in Fu- 
rope.

The merits of that 
great man are not fo univertally known, 
nor his memory fo warmly retpected, as 
he deferved. To his wifdom, to his ex- 
perience, and care, (and I fpeak it with 
pleafure), the nation owes the glorious 
naval fuccefies of the laft war. ‘The 
ftate of facts laid before parliament in 
the year 1756, fo entirely convinced me 
of the injuflice done to his character, 
that in {pite of the popular clamours 
raifed againft him, in direct oppofition 
to the complaints of the merchants, and 
of the whole city, (whofe favour | am 
fuppofed to court upen all occafions), 
I replaced him at the head of the admi- 
ralty ; and 1 thank God that I had reto- 
lution cnough to do fo. — Inftructed by 
this great feaman, I do affirm, that for-

Upon the firit intelligence of the 
invafion of Minorca, a great fleet was 
equipped, and fent out; and near dou- 
ble the number of feamen collected in 
half the time taken to fit out the prefent 
force, which, pitiful as it is, is not yet, 
if the occafion were ever fo preffing, in 
a condition to go to fea. Confult the 
returns which were laid before parlia- 
ment inthe year1756. I was one of 
thofe who urged a parliamentary inquiry 
junto the conduct of the miniftry. --- 
That miniftry, my Lords, in the midf 
of univerfal cenfure, and reproach, had 
honour and virtue enough to promote 
the inquiry themfelves. They fcorned 
toevade it by the mean expedient of 
putting a previous gueftion. --- Upon the 
ftricteit inquiry it appeared, that the 
diligence they h@d uted in fending a 
{quadron to the Mediterranean, and in 
their other naval preparations, was be- 
yond ali example. 

My Lords, the fubject on which I 
am {peaking icems to call upon me, and 
I willingly take this occafion, to declare 
my Opinion upon a queftion on which 
much wicked pains have been employed 
to diflurb the minds of the people, and 
to diftrefs government. — My opinion 
nay not oe very popular; neither am J 
running the race of popularity. — lam 
myiclt clearly convinced, and I belicve 
every man who knows any thing of the 
Fuglith navy will acknowledge, that, 
Without tmprefiing, it is impofible to 
equip aretpectable fect within the time 
2 Which fuch armaments are ufually 
wanted, If this tact be admitted, and 
ifthe necetlity of arming upon a fudden 
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upon neceffity. — Lam fatisfied that the 
power of impreffing is founded upon 
uninterrupted ufage. — It is the com/um- 
do regni, and part of the common-law 
prerogative of the crown. When | 
condemn the proceedings of fome per: 
fons upon this occafion, let me do juftice 
toaman, whofe character and conduc 
have been infamoufly traduced;—] 
mean the late Lord Mayor, Mr Tre: 
cothick. — In the midft of reproach and 
clamour, he had firmnefs enough to 
perfevere in doing his duty. — I do not 
know in office a more upright magi 
ftrate 5 nor, in private hfe, a worthier 
man. 

Permit me now, my Lords, to fate 
to your Lordfhips the extent and va 
riety of the fervices which muit be pro- 
vided for, and to compare them with 
our apparent refources. A due atten- 
tion to, and provifion for thefe fervices, 
is prudence in time of peace ; in warit 
is neceffity. Preventive policy, my 
Lords, which obviates, or avoids the 
injury, is far preferable to that vindic- 
tive policy, which aims at reparation, 
or has no object but revenge. — The 
precaution that mects the diforder, 
cheap and eafy ; the remedy which ful 
lows it, bloody and expentfive. 

The firft great and acknowledged 
object of national defence, in this coun- 
trv, is to maintain fuch a fuperior ne 
val force at home, that even the united 
fleets of France and Spain may never 
mafters of the channel. — If that fhould 
ever happen, what is there to hinaet 
their landing in Ireland, or even upon 
our own coat? — They have orten 
made the attempt; in K, Williams 
time it fucceeded. K. James imbarked 
on beard a French fleet, and lance 
with a French army in Ireland. — In 
mean time the French were matters @ 
the channel, and continued fo, U% 
their flect was deftroyed by Adm 
Ru™@l.—As to the probable cone 
quences of a foreign army landing 
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commerce, the navigation of G. Britain 
lie at the mercy of the houfe of Bour- 
bon. While I had the honour of aéting 
with Lord Anton, that able officer ne- 
ver ceafed to inculcate upon the minds 
of his Majcity’s fervants, the neceflity 
of conftantly maintaining a ftrong we- 
ftern fquadron: and I muft vouch for 
him, that while he was at the head 
of the marine, it never was neglected. 

The third object, indifpenfable, as I 
conceive, in the diftribution of our navy, 
is to maintain fuch a force in the bay 
of Gibraltar as may be fufficient to 
cover that garrifon, to watch the mo- 
tions of the Spaniards, and to keep open 
the communication with Minorca, 

The miniftry will not betray fuch 
want of information as to difpute the 
truth of any of thefe propofitions. -- 
But how will your Lordithips be afto- 
rifhed, when [I inform you in what 
manner they have provided for thefe 
great, thefe effential objects !— As to 
the firtt, I mean the defence of the 
channel, I take upon myfelf to affirm 
to your Lordthips, that, at this hour, 
(and I beg the date may be taken down 
aud obferved), we cannot fend out e- 
leven fhips of the line, fo manned and e- 
quipped, that any officer of rank and 
credit in the fervice fhall accept of the 
command, and ftake his reputation upon 
it. — We have one fhip of the line at 
Jamaica, one at the Leeward iflands, 
and one at Gibraltar. — Yet at this. very 
loment, for ought the miniftry know, 
both Jamaica and Gibraltar may be at- 
tacked ; and if they are attacked, (which 
God forbid), they muft fall. Nothing 
can prevent it but the appearance of a 
luperior fquadron.—It is true, that, 
fome two months ago, four flips of the 
line were ordered from Portfmouth, and 
one from Plymouth, to carry a relief 
from Ireland to Gibraltar.—Thefe thips, 
my Lords, a week ago were {till in port. 
—If, upon their arrival at Gibraltar, 
they fhould find the bay poffeffed by a 
iuperior fquadron, the relief cannot be 
landed. — And if it could be landed, 
or ow hat force do your Lordihips think 
t confifts? —Two regiments, of 400 

en each, atatime hke this, are {cnt 
to fecure a place of fuch importance as 
Gibraltar! —a place which, it is uni- 
verfaliy agreed, cannot hold againft a 
‘rous attack from the fea, if once the 
Cherny ihould be fo far mafters of the bay, 
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modcrate force. The indifpenfable fer- 
vice of the lines requires at leaft 4000 


men. — The prefent garrifon contitts of 


about 2300; fo that if the relief fhould 
be fortunate enough to get ashore, 
they will want 900 men of their neceila- 
ry complement. 

Let us now, my Lords, turn our 
eyes homewards. When the defence of 
G. Britain or Ireland is in queftion, it is 
no longer a point of honour; it is not 
the fecurity of foreign commerce, or 
foreign poffefions ; we are to contend 
for the very being of the ftate.—I have 
good authority to affure your Lordfhips, 
that the Spaniards have now a fleet at 
Ferrol, completely manned, and ready 
to fail, which we are in no condition to 
mect.— We could not this day fend out 
eleven fhips of the line properly equipped, 
and to-morrow the enemy may be ma- 
ters of the channel. It is unneceflary to 
prefs the confequences of thefe facts up- 
on your Lordiliips minds.— If the enemy 
were to landin fullforce either upon this 
coaft or in Ireland, where is your army ? 
where is your defence?— My Lords, if 
the houfe of Bourbon make a wife and 
vigorous we of the actual advantages 
they have over us, it is more than pot- 
fible that on this day month we may not 
be a nation.— What military force can 
the miniftry fhew to anfwer any fudden 
demand :--I do not fpeak of foreign ex- 
peditions, or offenfive operations. { 
{peak of the interior defence of Ireland, 
and of this country. You have a nomi- 
nal army of feventy battalions, befides 
guards and cavalry. But what is the e- 
ftablifliment of theie battalions? Suppo- 
fing they were complete to the numbers 
allowed, (which | know they are not), 
each regiment would confilt of fomething 
lefs than 400 men, rank and file.--Are 
thefe battalions complete? have any ors 
ders been given for an augmentation? or 
do the minifiry mean to continue them 
upon their prefent low eflablifiment ?--- 
When America, the Weft Indies, Gib- 
raltar, and Minorca, are taken care of, 
confider, my Lords, what part of thie 
army will remain to defend Ireland, and 
G. britain? 

This fubject, my Lords, leads me to 
confiderations of j oli Vs and 
foreign alliance.--It is more coniuected 
with them than your Lordthips may at 
firft imagine. When I compare the num- 
bers of our people, eftimated highly at 
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France and Spain} ‘ufually computed at 
twenty- five mithens, I fve a clear, felf- 
evident impoffibility for this country to 
contend with the united power of the 
houft of Bourbon, merely upon the 
fireneth of its own refources.--They 
whotalk of confining a great war to nae 
val operationsonly, {pe: ik without know- 
Yedee or experience. ---We can no more 
command the difpofition, than the e- 
wents of a war:--wherc-ever we are at- 
facked, there we muft defend. 

Ihave becn much abufed, my Lords, 
for fup porting a war, which it has been 
the tafhion to call my German war.— 
But | can affirm with a clear confcience, 
ghat that abufe has been thrown upon 
me by men, whe we quaint.

ance.— He has talents which, in every 
thing that touches the human capacity, 
do honour to the human mind.—But 
how would England have fupported that 
reputi ition of credit, and good faith, by 
which we have been diftinguifhed in 
Furope? what other foreign power 
would have fought our friend{hip ? what 
other toreien power would have accept- 
ed of an alhance with us? 
But, my Lords, though I wholly con- 

demn our entering into any engagements 
wich tend to involve us in a continental 


power, 
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war, I do notadmit, that alliances with 
fome of the German princes are cith;
